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REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON CONSTITUTION 


The Committee on Constitution beg to submit the following report: 

Having examined the printed minutes of the society from 1920 to 
the present time, we find that five changes have already been made; 
one in the Constitution and four in the By-laws. These must now be 
included, and have been placed on the first page of the copies made for 
distribution at this time. 

The amendments proposed for the consideration of this convention, 


3 we have divided into two classes. First, the changes made neecessary 
by other changes that have been made. After each proposed amend- 


ment we have added, in parenthesis, the reason for the change, or just 
where you will find the authority for making the change. These are 
on page 2 of your copies. 

The rest of the amendments proposed have been made according 
to our best judgment, and after consultation with the president and 
others, and we feel that these changes, if adopted, will be really . 
ful in the conduct of the Society’s work in the future. 

The Committee could not feel that its report was complete if we 


did not speak of the place of the Historian in our Society. In the min- 


utes of the General Society of 1922, pp. 375 and 389, we find that the 
office of Historian, as an office, has been eliminated, and the General 
Statistical Secretary serves as historian. In our own Synodical min- 
utes of 1920, p. 116, we find that action was taken that the office of 
Historian be considered that of a Department Secretary, to be appointed 


by the Executive Board. It was doubtless an oversight that this ap- 


pointment appeared among the officers first in the minutes of 1922, 
and this precedent was followed in 1923. Since it was without warrant 
in the Constitution and By-laws, it was incumbent on our committee to 
call attention to it. We feel sure that all will agree that it is best to 
follow the lead of the General Society in this matter and have the His- 
torian’s place among the other department secretaries. 

Lastly, as to the adoption of this report: The amendments to the 
By-Laws can be adopted at this Convention, if they meet with your 
approval. The Constitution, however, must have previous notice in order 
to be changed. (Art. XV). We, therefore, wish to make it a part of 
our report that the adoption of the same shall be considered the official 


notice of the proposed amendments to the Constitution, in order that 


they may be voted on next year.
